Conference held at. Michigan State }- 


University in April. In the northern 
Michigan counties with a high per- 
centage of forested land the pro- 
jections of use and demand on for- 


est industries should be of general] ! 


interest to all citizens. 
THE YEAR 1980 is only 15 years 


away and now is the time for the} 


citizens of Michigan to plan and 
prepare for the changes that are 
rapidly approaching. Michigan’s 
population will increase from the 
8.0 million in 1963 to 10.4 million in 
1980. The age composition of ‘the 
population will change with a high- 
er portion of. the population under 


5, 15 fo 29 years of age and 65 and ce 


over. People will have more leisure 
time. The average work week may 
well be reduced from -40’hours to 
32 to 35 hours. More will retire at 
earlier ages. 

These and -other. trends will 
have an important bearing on the _ 
future demands for the products 
and services of Michigan’s rural | 
areas.

It ‘did not take long after moving 
up here from downstate to realize 
how these northern residents feel 
about any thing that upsets the 
economy of their area.
